Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

In order to materially advance prosecution, ways to overcome the rejections of record were discussed. 

With respect to the issue of new matter regarding the relative amounts of comonomer in the copolymer, the 
examiner suggested a declaration with clear evidence showing that the percent basis was indeed originally based on 
weight would be sufficient to overcome the 35 USC 1 12(1) rejection. With respect to other issues of new matter, 
amendments to claim 7 and 9 removing new matter are the only option. It was suggested that the "colloidal range" in 
claim 7 can be recited in claim 7 as long as a statement on the record clarifying the range is made 

With respect to the prior art rejections, a declaration stating that Aculyn 28 does not contain a C2-C4 
(meth)acrylate would be appropraite to establish that Aculyn 28 does not read on the presently claimed copolyrtier, 
however, given that Laryea discloses a broader class of copolymer than Aculyn 28, the obviousness rejection would 
still be maintained. In regards to unexpected results, data clearly showing the criticality of the claimed amounts of 
comonomer (both data with comonomer amounts like presently claimed and comparative data with amounts of 
comonomer outside the presently claimed range) on viscosity change properties and clarity measurements would 
serve to establish applicant's assertion of unexpected results. 
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
